I take down from my lbrary the blogra- 
phies of ministers and writers of the past 
ages, Iinspired and untfaspired, who have

The Union is «06 well organized and bas 
eovertd its field 50 completety that It bas 
forty departments of aftivrity which ars 
distinetly recognized, That under Mia 
Gordon's cars is work among children, 

Miszs Gordon's review of the field for the 
twenty-fye years of the Hs of the Unlen 
was most interezating. Without any ques- 
tion, «he cays, great progres has n 
made in the drinking habits of the people. 
Not only has there been a perceptible 4e- 
elinoe of sorcial drinking. but the busineas 
valine of total abstlinence is bolang recog- 
nized mcre and more. The cans of the 
8onthern Pacific Railroad is given. Orders 
wero ſasned that no one should be employed 
by the road but total abstalners--a fact 
which obtains with other roads alzo. But 
it was found that If saloons were suffered 
to remain where the men could get liquor 
easlly, there was danger to the road. Hones 
an additional order has been given that ne 
Iiquor-selting *ball be permitted in any 
bullding which is the property of the road. 
One of the leading busſness men of Cht- 
cago, himself not « total abstainer, yot 
recognizes tho value of abstinence ao 
much in his business that he has made « 
rule tbat only abstainers shall be bo 
1n many places agreements ars secured on 
the part of dealers in real estate whereby 
a clause is put into the deed that the sals 
of HNquor shall never be permitted on the 
premises, 

Lately there has zZeemed to be an in- 
cerease of irinking at homes on the part of 
«ome people who hays been in Europe and 
have put in practices hers what they found 
abroad. But this does not offset the broad 
goneralization that during the last twenty- 
five years the use of liquor has declined, 
and that the outlook for the future ts most 
encouraging from the Union's polnt of 
view. The instruction of cbildren in tem- 
peranes matters is now advanced $0 well 
that only threes States in our country fall 
to requirs temperance instruction by law.

' DREYFUS DEGRADATION, 


VIVID DESCRIPTION OF THE CERE- 
MONY BY A HOSTILE JOURNAL 


The Conduct of the Brave French Cap- 
taln During That Dreadful Ton Min. 
ute How Ho Protected His Inno. 
conce—A Touching Reminizoonce. 
Read the desoription of the act of 

degradation as publizhed Jannary 6, 

1895, in the Paris *'L'Autorite,” s 

journal bitterly bostile to Dreyfas:

- He approaches, and between 
the dark peliszes of the artillerymen 
one discerns quite clearly the three 
galloons, trefoil «haped, and the gold 
brocads of the officer's cap. His eword 
glints, and from afar one can dis- 
tingaish the black knot fastened to 
its handle, _ 

Dreyfus walks with « quiet, firm 
step. 

**Juast look how erect he walks, the 
#coundrel,” js the remark one hears. 

The officer in command makes « 
sign and the drams beat and the 
bugles, sonnd; then there is « freah 
apell of silence—this time tragic in 
its import. The gunners who accom- 
pany Dreyfns fall back « fow steps 
and the condemned man is neon 
alone, 

The clerk gives the General the 
military —aalrto and then, turning 
towards Dreyfus, reads. ont in « lond, 
clear voice the jadgment which aen- 
tences him to deportation to s forti- 
fled tation ant to militfry degrada- 
tion, 


When he has read it, the olerk turns 
around again to the General and gives 
the military aalate. 

Dreyfus has listened in «ilence. The 
roice of General Darras is noxt heard. 
It is raised and »lightly tonched with 
e#motion, and one hears clearly the 
words: 

*'Dreyfns, you are unworthy to 
bear arms, In the name of the French 
people, we degrade you.” 

Then Dreyfſns is $6en to raise both 
arms} and, head erect, he cries out in 
z *trong voice, in which one cannot 
Joteot the least tremor: 

**T am innocent, I awear that I am 
innocent, Vive la France!” 

The vast crowd ontside answers with 
z lond shont of **'A mort!” 

But the noise drops in « moment, 
or they see that the adjutant charged 
with the melancholy daty of depriv- 
ng the degraded man of his galloons 
ind arms has laid his hand on him, 
and already the first galloons and 
wnffs, which have been unsown be- 
ſorehand, have been torn off by him 
aud thrown to the ground. 

Dreyfus seizes the opportunity to 
protest anew against his condemna- 
tion, and his cries reach the crowd and 
are distinotly audible: 

"On the heads of my wife and obil- 
dren, I swear that I am innocent. I 
zswear it, Vire la France!” 

However, the adjutant has rapidly 
torn off the galloous of thecap, the 
trefoils of the sleeves, the buttons of | 
the pelieve, the numbers on the neck, 
and the red strips which the con- 
demned man has worn on his trousers 
ever since he entered the Ecole Poly- 
technique. 

The sword is left. The adutant 
draws it out and breaks it apross his 
knee. The dry enap is heard, and 
the two broken fragments are cast on 
the gronnd like the rest. Then the 
«word belt is unfastened, -agd the 
seabbard in its turn falls to the 
gronnd, 

It is all over, but the few seconds 
have Seemed a oentury, We had 
never before felt pangs of anguish s0 
koen. 


And afresh clear aud without avy 
touch of emotion, is heard the voice 
of the condemned -man in « raised 
tons, crying: 

You degrade an. innocertt mmant*” 

Next, the condemned man has to 
pass along before his comrade in arms, 
and the men formerly under his com- 
mand, For any other man the suffer- 
ing would be horrible; but Dreyfus 
does not seem particnlarly distreased, 
for he steps firmly over the insignia 
of his former rank, which two gend- 
armes will presently gather np, and 
he takes his place of himself between 
the gunners with naked «words, who 
led him before General Darrss. 

The little group, led by two officers 
of the Republican Gnard, turns its 
steps towards the band which is sta- 
tioned in front of the prigon-van, and 
0 begins to defile along the front of 
the troops, within abont a yard of 
them. 

Dreyfus, «s he marches along, keeps 
his head crect. The public cries *'A 
mort!” Yresently he comes up close 
before ihe iron railing, where the 
orowd s« es him better. Their cries re- 
double, and from thonsands of throats 
rings the demand for the death of the 
wretch who till cries aloud, ''T am 
innocent. Vive ls France.” 

The orowd has not heard him, bu 
it has s6en him turn towards it and 
utter his ory.

and «0 with any Prexiding Elder, who 
wonld get his preachers to endorse his 
note, and then refuse, neglect or fail 
to pay the same, or to make the ntmost 
endeavor to pay it, is also a thieh and 
« robber, 

While we have published the scan- 
dalons attack of Rev. E. W. Williams, 
for the good of the chnreb, for the re- 
form it way produce, if snch reform is 
needed, yet, if the Presiding Elders of 
the three Alabama Conferences do not 
call him to judgment and vindicate 
themselves, by showing he has mizrep- 
rezented them or any part of them, the 
people will be jnustified in snspicioning 
them. As brethren are $0 anxions to 
fight, now the fight is on. It is Will- 
iams ys Presiding Elders or Prexiding 
Elders vs. E. W, Williams.

Hon. C. A. Rideont, of Seattle, 
Washb., formerly one of the judges of 
the State of Arkansas, and who bas 
held other positions of honor and 
trust, is preparing to leave for Cape 
Town, Queenstown, King Williams 
Town, or possibly Johannesburg, in 
September. Judge Rideont *ays that 
he is tired of certain surroundings that 
he regards not conducive to his man- 
bood, The judge will receive a cordial 
welcome in South Africa, and as a 
member of the legal bar, an attorney 
of high repute, will be of great ben- 
efit to any location he may fit upon:

The 
judge goes from Seattle, where he en-

Then Bizhop 
Handy has one of the most tenacious 
memories of any man we ever $aw, 
Names, dates, aveclotes, zentences, 
phrases as well as paragraphs are at 
his tongne's end, We romember him 
in the days of his yonng and flash 
manhood, and he could repeat pages 
apon pages of proze and poetry as 
eanily as he conld extemporize. Thus 
Bishop Handy is in poszexsion of 
historic facts, far «nrpassing Bizshops 
Payne or Wayman or auy other histo- 
rian in our church or'ever will be agaid. 
He knows facts and things in conneo- 
tion with Bishbop Allen, Bishop Mor- 
ris Brown, Bishop Walters, Rev.

the great sermons, Tidiculosities and

other items that will be of infinite 1n- 
terest throngh coming ages, even to 
their mode of dress, is to give Bishop 
Handy at least one year's respite and 
place s0me *shorthand secretary at 
bis disposal, like Miss Carrie Belle 
Lee of Springfield, Illinois, who gradu- 
ated at Wilberforce Unirersity a few 
weeks ago, and let her note down the 
atterances of the Bishop in his quiet 
moods, and when he feels like talking. 
The church shonld pay the Bishop's 
salary and the hire of a secretary and 
give him at least a year's respite to get 
a part of the many facts he in posses- 
$10n of, or posterity, to nse the mildest 
term, will call ns a net of fools, 
and we will justly merit the title.

lazy, *loths. yoo xometimes, 
tney are mizchtevous, and sometimes 
ignorant men, and yet ignorance 
comes from laziness, for no industri- 
ons preacher will be lazy, All of thess 
ignorant and *'don't-know preachers” 
are lagy xenmps. In the langnage of 
Bizhop Payne, "Eat liks hogs and 
*leep like logs.” Ho we onght to have 
a farm, and try every applicant at plow- 
ing, hoeing, digging, manling and doing 
other manna! work, three years, 
before they are admitted into our 
traveling ministry, We know preach- 
ers who are in our {tinerant work, who 
are too lazy to have « garden, s0me- 
thing wo have never failed to have, 
and no work is more pleasnrably per- 
formed, than in working in onr gar- 
den, whether as a licentiate, deacon, el- 
der or Bishop. Scores of our preachers 
are too lazy to pat away the Christian 
Recorder, and zave its copies for their 
children and obildrens' children, 
They are too laty to chop their wives 
wood for the firs, or bring ion « bucket 
of water; they are too lazy to stop up 
cracks in the floor, or in the side of 
the honse, or where a pane of glass 
has been broken out, when the-weath- 
er is ſreezing cold, Soms are $0 lazy 
that they leave their books upside 
down, if they have any on the shelves, 
of their *0-called book case. Others 
are tho lazy to open the dictionary 
and zee how certain words are spelled, 
when they are writing communica- 
tions . for _ publication, and they will 
spell at it, and at the bottom 
tell the editor, correct all mis- 
stakes.” They want tho editor 
to publich their trasby atuff 
and re-spell nearly all their 
words, with a dictionary 1ying upon 
the table, or upside down on their 
book-shelf, Another class has become 
too lazy to kneel in time of prayer. On 
repeated occasions, whet npon onr 
knees, trying to pray in some of their 
churches we have had to stop and say 
to the preacher: * Why don't you get 
to your knees?”

In the language of His Grace, Bishop 
Handy, **'Echo answers, No.” God 
save our church from snch indolence, 
langnor, cnnctation, oscitation, dron- 
ishness, slaggishness, lethargicuess, 
$omniferonsness of laziness which 
comprehbends all.

WE FEEL LIKE SAYTNG YOU LIE; 

The lynching of Negroes goes bravely 
on, the Afro-American National Council to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Even the 
day of prayer and faating ordered kopt by 
this clongated lump of nothlag is ineffoc- 
tual. 


The aboye paragraph is clip { trom 
the Lexington Standard of Jnns the 
24th, and we feel likes zaying to who- 
ever wrote it, you lie! for it is an un- 
trath in toto, and every man and wo- 
man in the conntry, who have read 
the papers, know that not one-fourth 
of the lynching has been reported to 
tie conutry xince Sabbath, the 4th of 
Tane, that was heralded over the conn- 
try before. We are yon 6 to uay; 
from observation and notation, that 
the fast day proclaimed by the National 
Afro-American Conneil for Jnne the 
2nd and the religions services request- 
ed till Jnne the 4th, was blezscd with 
favorable rexults. We know that the 
proclamation was denonnced and not 
observed by = number of -atheists, 
«keptics, bypocrites, fools and some 
ministers, who are itt the ministry 
zolely for the use of their pockets, 
ridiculed and langhed at the prooctls- 
mation, bat thank God there were 
tens of thonsands who did fast and pray, 
and God heard and answered. We 
fasted and prayed: twenty-five con- 
secutive hours and was not oven 
hnogry, when our grand-danghter in- 
sisted upon us eating something, and 
thousands did the name. And, 
while there has been —2ome 
lynching i008, the reports 
have been less than what they were 
before. In the state of Georgia alone 
three colored men, accensed of rape; 
were arrested and tried before a hasty 
court and acquitted. Snch an instance 
of the kind was never heard of 1 the 
state before. Every race man who in- 
tends. to remain in this connutry and 
make themselves satisfied with their 
srrroundings, should thank God that 
Bishop Walters and his great organi- 
zation called npon our race to fast and 
pray. It is the only Step that bgs 
been taken by the American Negro 
that has done any good, and it shows 
that if we would set apart a series of 
fast 'and prayer days and appeal to 
God in earnest, that a better condition 
of things would prevail. We had infin- 
itely better fast and pray than to be 
preaching liok-spittle Sermons and 
cowering before the bloody-banded 
whites, who regard them with con- 
tempt-afterward. For they know qust 
as well as we do that they are doing it 
to play upon their ecaprice., The 
whites have as mnch contempt-for a 
Negro who is not trne to his race as aff 
honest black man has. And when 
the whites are looking for a reliable, 
honest and manly Negro, they never 
look for snch "8oullionized stuff., We 
believe in African emigration, square. 
Bat, if our race do not propose to 
adopt that policy, -thetr only resort is 
to fast and pray. But we have noticed 
that the chief objectors to observing the 
fast and prayer: day, set apart by the 
National Afro-American Council, of 
which we -are no member, are the 
yame parties that object to African 
emigration, or to the+ nationalization 
of our * race anywhere. Great God, 
what is to become of them? They op- 
pose emigration, « oppose organizing 
for resistance, oppose holding state or 
national conventions to consider our 
condition, and now they oppose ap- 
pealing to God for help from on high. 
If we were such « mean scamp, such a 
worthless vagabond, such a miserable 
spittoon-licker, we would drown our- 
selves in the first river or well we 
conld find to jump into.

| Bishop Grant, of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, was made to 
»ay in an interview with Preaident 
McKinley, by the Azsociated Prens, of 
yesterday, that the Republic of Libe- 
ria *hould be znrrendered and incor- 

ted into « tate of the United” 
tates, If correctly reported, Bizhop 
Gravt has taken « backward step. He 
is looked apon as ons of the ablent 
and most astnte leaders of the race in 
charch or stato, Any statement cora- 
ing from him mnst be taken serious]y, 
and snch an acknowledgement at this 
time from snch « source, that the Ne- 
gro is incapable of #elf-government, is 
unfortunate and deplorable. Outside 
of the African Methodist Epi 
Church, Hayti, San Domingo and Li- 
beris, the Negro has not had an op- 
portunity of testing bis ability at 8elf- 
goverumgnt, and now after fifty years' 
trial one of its pronounced leaders 
confesses to the United States that the 
American Negro's effort at aolf-gov- 
ernment is « failure; that to carvive, 
aſter & fifty years' experiment, among 
the governments of the earth, be must 
come nnder the tutelage and protec; 
tion of the United States. 

Bishop Grant's visit to Liberia was 
not of sufficient duration to bring 
about #nch « conclusion. His tay in 
the repablic was less than ten days; 
be did not visit the interior, nor did 
he become snficiently acquainted with 
the ponsibilities of the country to 
judge of its permaneney, If his con- 
elusions are correct, its future can 
only be asvured, nnder the, manage» 
ment of the white American or ome 
European power, This is snrpriving 
and a descent from anything coming 
from Bishop Grant her-tofore. Judg- 
ing from his recent speeches I mngt 
confess that I find the Bishop to be 
pessimist in regard to Africa in gen- 
eral, abd an obstructionist to the only 
agency that can possibly make Liberia 
and other African points a Snccess 
from a Negro American standpoint— 
I mean his relentless opponition to 
Negro immigration to Africs. 

It is fortnnate for the race, how- 
ever, that this opinion is in conflict 
with that of Bishop Henry MoNeal 
Turner, the most eminent colored 
leader of his day, and the Church's 
greatest Mizsiovary Bizhop, who bas 
visited Liberia and the Went Coast of 
Africa three times, and South Africa 
once, where he sncceeded in establish- 
ivg the African Methodist Episcopal 
Chureb. His description of Africa and 
its possibilities differs radically from 
that of Bishop Grant. Bizhop Turner 
holds that the Republic of Liberis 
onght not only to be enstained, but 
that the American Negro, who can 
bave no possible futnre in this conn- 
try, but must needs remain a servile 
people, should immigrate to Africa, 
their *fatherland,” with nearly three 
handred million of nntutored Africans 
to draw from, and build np an inde- 
pendent government, second to none 
in the world, Because of the zacri- 
fices made by the Negro in this coun- 
try and the impossibility of the United 
States government to protect him, he 
holds that the government should ap- 
propriate $100,000, 000 for this project. 
[f the colored people cannot live in 
this country, this is the only sensible 
solution of this question. This sensi- 
ble proposition is ridiculed and repu- 
diated by the average Negro. 

Bishop Grant ought to know that if 
the United States comes into possession 
of Liberia, the colored man will not 
stand any better show thers than be does 
bow in Georgis. or any other southern 
state. His own velf-confessed incom- 
petency will necessarily place all the 
positionus of avy importance in the 
hands of sonthern white men, or north-4 
ern -carpet-baggers, and the Negro's 
latter condition will be worse than his 
first. In the face of what has pazsed 
in Hawaii, and what is paszing in 
Cuba and the Philippines, it is strange 
to imagine how Bizhop Grant conld 
favor snch a damaging scheme. It is 
not in keeping with his general ideas 
of race independence. I hope that the 
people of Liberia will never entertain 
snch a reckless idee. They bave done 
| fairly well in less than balf a century, 
with the sparseness of its American 
population, What Liberia needs more 
than anything-else is producers and 
consumers. With an immigration of 
a balf, million of colored people to 
Liberia, determined to work as white 
men do who immigrate to « new coun- 
try, the whole governmental problem 
will be solved. Let the pessimists get 
ont of the way of Bishop Tarner's im- 
migration 8cheme, and let the spirit of 
patriotiam toward fatherland begin to 
burn in the breasts of the American 
Negro, and the question of annex- 
ation will disappear. The fear of Li- 
beria being absorbed by England, Ger- 
many or France is visionary, Coun- 
tries cannot be gobbled up iu this way 
without a pretext. The autonomy of 
Liberia is acknowledged by all of the 
commercial nations of the earth, and 
cannot be violently assailed. The 
United States would be in duty bound 
to resent this withont the necessity of 
asurping her independence. Trade 
relations between the United States 
and Liberia can be advanced by wise 
commercial tresties, giving advantages 
to American fabribs and other pro- 
ductions which must necessarily come 
in competition with European pro- 
ducts, and thus 8ustain the steamsbips 
rupning between these ports. 

I hope that Bishop Grant, whom I 
look upon as one of onr greatest 
charehmen and race leaders of his 
day, will reconsider this plan of his 
new statesmanship, and, in keeping 
with the teachings of the great Church 
of which he is one of its foremost 
leaders, demand for Liberia what be 
demands for the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church—the undisputed 
right of freedow, Bizxhop Turner's 
idea of absolnte independence for Libe- 
ria and the immigraticn of the Ameri- 
can Negro theres to avsist in its dovel- 
opment is what Liberia needs, and not | 
Bishop Grant's surrender to American 
imperialism and absorption.

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PHILIPPINE AGRICULTURE. | 


Expert Hayne Says the Agrieutturs}) 
Proeperct Is Gloomy. | 

The Agtcultural Department, Wasb- | 
ington, has received from Manila an 
iIntereating report by Lieutenant A. P. ' 
Hayne, of the California Heavy Artil- | 
lery, on agriculture in the Philippines. ' 

Liewtenant Hayne, who was & pro- | 
fexncr at the UVnivreraity of California | 
when he entered the rolunteer gervice, 
bad not been able to make preconal ob- 
zerrations beyond the American Hnes, 
but he tran«mits the translation of an 
article prepared for him by Senor 
Manuel Del Busto, chief of the agricul- | 
tural experiment atation in Manila. 

The most remarkable feature of the , 
report is the almost hopeless picture | 
prezented of the conditions prevailing 
in the islands. 

The great fertility of the aoll is point- 
ed out, and it Is aald that only nm & 
few restricted areas where three crops 
a year have been gathered without in- 
terruption for ceveral centuries, is | 
there any apparent need of fertilizers. 

In' spite of all this, all attempts at | 
colonization have failed, either through 
the poor class of emigrants secured, the 
financial instablUity of the various 
companies, or the corruption and op- 
preaslon of the Governors and (Gorern- 
ment Agents. The revult is that the 
middle and lower clazzes in the Is 
ands are almost of the worst possI[ble 
type. 

In addition to this primary difficulty 
in securing reliable labor, the agricul- 
turist is confronteg at the start with 
the necesslty for an Immense amount 
of work in clearing new land. When 
this is accomplizhed and a luxuriant 
crop is ralsed, It is at the mercy of the | 
first typhoon. 

Bexsides the typhoon, there is to be | 
feared in certaln provinces the "dagu- 
do,” or dry land wind which dries up 
and dextroys vegetation. Dizcazcs, $0 * 
far hardly known to European doctors, 
result from the turning up of the vir- 
gin soll. According to competent med!- 
cal authority many of theze strange 
disorders cause death within a few 
hours, while by others, even If the 
patient recovers, he Is condemned to 
a wretched and Hngering exiztence.

is the utter lack of roads and shipping 
points. The native Filipino is unable | 
to do any large amount of work and 
cares to ds lexs.

It zeems 
to me Bishop Berrick is bewildered by 
that ſour-story home he holds there. 
He thinks he wou't be able to get in 
that house again. We can build here 
ten «nch houses which will not cost us 
half the money he spent on that bnild- 
ing. 
5 drawing this letter to « clove, I 
hope and wish Bishops Derrick and 
Graut to be ashamed to learn that 
the African possesses such skill, intel- 
lect and facnity abont him comparable 
to those well educated philosophers, 
B. A.'s and the like, with snch speech- 
68, We here have not got edncation 
you have, but we have sense mount- 
ains high. Also, Bishop Grant, my 
goodness, if I were to be knocked 
down, I wonld never have believed 
such wording from Bishop Grant. If 
snch big men «peak snch childisb 
things, I conclude by saying they are 
the ruin of the Negro race there. 

Heavens above, Bishops Derrick and 
Grant, T never, never, never could 
think you would at any time venture 
to become predominant in this cause 
of preventing my dear brothers and 
sisters there from coming to Africa. 
You " actnally know cirenmstances of 
things there—how they are murdered 
—yet you advise them openly to stick 
in the months of hell and in the jaws 
of death. 

Whereby do you show that you act 
as fathers of an orphanage home, long 
in sorrow? Dear Bishop Grant, I hope 
you, as « Bishop, mnst withdraw from 
these advices and assist the Primate 
Bishop in getting the people to Africa. 
I hope onr God will show yon this, As 
for Bizhop Derrick, he speaRs these 
things, of conrse, being a boy in this 
respect, his Bishopric of fonr years 
old, He must stop discouraging the 
people with snch talk as this. The 
property you hold {here has no dia- 
monds, gold, copper, "etc., but the 
farms here have all those things. 
Come home, thou prodigs| Bishops 
Derrick and Grant, and don't discour- 
age the house of Ham.

Prof. H. T. Kealing was prevent and 
leetared on the snbject of *Fortune 
Telling in History.” This was « rare 
treat. The chnrch did a great thing 
when they vlected Prof. Kealing to 
the Editorship of the Review.
